There were five entries in class for breeders’ herd, 
the group consisting of cow three years old or over, a two- 
year-old, yearling and heifer calf, and a bull calf, all bred 
and owned by exhibitor. For the third year in succession 
at the Royal, this class was won by J. W. Innes, who ex- 
hibited two groups that took first and fourth. Haley & 
Lee had second and Robert Thompson, of St. Pauls, Ont., 
third in this class. 


Four county herds were exhibited, Vaudreuil County, 
Quebec, taking first honors. County herds at the Royal 
was made up in the same manner as the state herd at the 
National, consisting of bull two years old or over, bull 
under two years old, three cows three years old or over 
and a two-year-old, yearling and heifer calf. Not more 
than two animals in any herd can be owned by any one in- 
dividual or firm. The Vaudreuil group was headed by 
Mount Victoria’s two grand champions, included the 
reserve junior champion bull, owned by Howard Graham 
of Hudson Heights, prize winners from the herds of 
Raymondale Farm, and Dr. L. Harwood, of Vaudreuil. 
J. W. Innes and Haley & Lee were the two principal ex- 
hibitors in the second prize Oxford County herd, while 
Arbogast Bros., Oliver Bros., and others, furnished a 
strong line-up for Perth County, in third place. Norfolk 
County, including the first prize dry cow, exhibited by J. B.

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“Financing the Farmer”’ 


By JUDGE CHARLES E. LOBDELL, Fiscal Agent, Federal Land Banks 
An Address Delivered at the Advertising Convention, Philadelphia, Pa. 


basic and most vital industry, for its status as such 

will of course be accepted by the high intelligence which 
characterizes this assembly. 

I assume that it is desired that I address myself par- 
ticularly to the subject of the Government’s activities in 
“Financing the Farmer” with which I have been priv- 
ileged to have rather directly to do—that is the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Banks and the Federal Farm Loan 
System. 

Every successful enterprise must be adequately financed 
—and farming is of course no exception. Farm financing 
logically arranges itself into three divisions: 


I SHALL waste no time in discussing agriculture as a 


First—The plant, to adopt the manufacturer’s term, that is 
the farm and its equipment. 

Second—Operating expenses—such funds as are necessary 
to plant, cultivate and harvest the crop, including 
fertilizer, and meet the general going expense. 

Third—Carrying and marketing credit—funds necessary to 
carry and market the crop in an orderly fashion 
in substantial response to conservative demand. 


Congress in providing financial instrumentalities with 
which to serve the farmer has recognized these divisions. 
The plant credit in The Federal Farm Loan Act of 1916, 
and the other two in the Agricultural Credits Act of 1923. 


What is the Federal Farm Loan System? Let me he- 
gin by dispelling as far as I may an illusion which grew 
up with the inception of the System and which seems 
rather hardily to persist, notwithstanding nearly ten years 
of demonstration of its entire error, and that is that in 
setting up the Farm Loan System, the Federal Govern- 
ment went into the farm loan business. This is entirely 
erroneous. What the Government did in that respect was 
to put the farmer into the farm loan business for himself 
in a gigantic mutual organization, under Government su- 
pervision and control, capitalized it is true in the first in- 
stance by the Government, but with provision for the 
increase of that capital and the retirement of the Govern- 
ment capital, by the participation of borrowing farmers. 

The original Capital was $9,000,000 practically all sub- 
scribed by the Government. Farmer participation has in- 
creased that Capital to above $54,000.000, while the pro- 
portionate retirement has reduced the Government interest 
to about $1,000,000. 


It is also true that in the first instance Federal appro- 
priation was made for the salary of the Federal Farm 
Loan Board—the supervising body in the System—and for 
the expense of Examiners and other Public officers, but 
more than three years ago the Banks took over from the 
Government all of these expenses and the operation of the 
entire Federal Farm Loan System does not today cost 
the Government a penny. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, the Farm Loan System 
was built from the top, and it could not otherwise have 
been constructed. I hope you will note rather closely 
the set-up, as I may have occasion to refer to it again 
in another connection. The first step in its creation was 
the appointment of the Federal Farm Loan Board—the 
supervising body. Next the marking out by that body and 
defining the boundaries of the twelve Land Bank districts, 
the location of the land bank in each of these districts 
and the appointment of five temporary directors for each 
bank. Then the subscription and payment of capital stock 
by the Secretary of the Treasury and the Banks were 
ready to function and the farmer was invited in. 

The real foundation of the System, notwithstanding 
this paradox, is the National Farm Loan Association of 
borrowing farmers, at least ten in number, which upon 
meeting required conditions is granted a Federal charter 
and becomes a body corporate, with board of directors, 
proper officers and limited corporate powers. These asso- 
ciations provide the contact between the Land Bank and 
the borrower, and are the receiving agencies for all appli- 
cations for loans through the Federal Land Banks. They 
now number approximately 4,700—an average of more than 


one and a half to each county in the United States each 
operating in a definite territory. 

The Federal Land Banks, as stated, are twelve in num- 
ber each operating in a specific district formed in the 
first instance by the Farm Loan Board. 

The Banks have seven directors each, three elected 
by the Loan Associations in its district, and styled “local 
directors”. Three by the Farm Loan Board to represent the 
Public interests and the seventh—a director at large— 
chosen by the Farm Loan Board from three nominees pre- 
sented by the associations, that is: the Government selects 
three, the associations, unrestricted, select three, and the 
fourth must be a mutual choice, although in practice in 
every instance the Farm Loan Board has found it entirely 
agreeable to select as Director at Large the person who 
received the highest number of votes from the associations. 
This is a well balanced control, enough of Government 
control to guard against the danger of internal dissen- 
sions, which have wrecked so many farmers’ organiza- 
tions, and enough of farmer participation to guard largely 
against the danger of political interference, which always 
lurks in absolute Government control. 


The supervising body is the Federal Farm Loan Board, 
now seven in number—six appointed by the President 
with confirmation by the Senate, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury ex-officio as Member and Chairman. Not 
more than three of the appointed members may be of the 
same political party. This provides a bi-partisan Board, 
with the Secretary of the Treasury affording the balance 
which makes it always in harmony with the existing ad- 
ministration. 


This Board exercises about the same supervision over 
the Land Banks that the Comptroller of the Currency does 
over National Banks, although its supervision is much 
more detailed going even to the compensation of officers 
and employees, and appointing—as stated—absolutely three 
of the directors and selecting the fourth from nominees. 

In practice, the farmer makes application for loan to 
the local Association which, as stated, is the point of con- 
tact between the borrower and the Bank. The loan must 
be on the amortization plan and is so adjusted that by 
paying a sum equal to the agreed interest on the amount 
borrowed, plus 1% per annum for 34% years, the entire 
loan is liquidated in that period. To illustrate concretely, 
the interest on $1,000 at 5%% is $55.00 per annum. To 
liquidate the $1,000 loan in 34% years, the borrower pays 
$65.00 per year, in semi-annual installments. This is 
strictly in accordance with the idea that has recently 
found recognition in International affairs, “capacity to 
pay”, and while easy for the borrower strengthens the se- 
curity to the extent of each payment made. 

The application when received is referred to a commit- 
tee of three local farmers, styled “the loan committee” 
of the association, who are supposedly acquainted with 
the land and the borrower. They must, however, investi- 
gate both and report in writing. If they decide adversely, 
no loan can be made and that is the end of the applica- 
tion. If their report is favorable, it then goes to the 
Board of Directors of the Association and if two-thirds 
approve, they elect the would-be borrower to membership 
in the association and forward the application and loan 
committee report to the Federal Land Bank. If the Loan 
Committee decides adversely, the loan cannot be made. 
The report received at the Federal Land Bank is passed 
along to the Federal Appraiser—a Government ojficial— 
appointed by the Farm Loan Board on ‘he nomination of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. This appraiser must visit 
and inspect the farm and investigate the solvency of the 
borrower and report in writing. If he finds that the de- 
sired loan does not exceed 50% of a fair value of the 
land, plus 20% of the permanent insured improvements— 
which are legal requirements—and that. the applicant is a 
satisfactory person, he reports favorably. If he reports 
adversely, no loan can be made. The favorable report 
then goes to the Chief Appraiser at the Bank, who re- 
views all the reports in the light of his knowledge of the

A World’s Champion Comes Back 





by Grahamholm Colantha Segis Maid 405466, that is of 

special interest in a number of particulars. The fig- 
ures of her new record are 33,535 Ibs. milk. 1,315 lbs. but- 
ter. This record standing alone would rank her among the 
great cows of the breed, but taken in connection with her 
previous performances it gives her a unique standing. In 
the first place, it is her third record above 33,000 lbs. milk, 
which is a showing no other cow has ever duplicated, and 
her total for the three years’ production is 100,455.5 Ibs. 
milk and she is the first cow ever to cross the 100,000-lb. 
mark for three years’ milk production. It is also her sec- 
ond butter record above 1,000 lbs. fat, and her third aver- 
aging over 1,000 lbs. fat, giving her second place for total 
fat production in three years to Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid, whom she replaces as the champion for three years’ 
milk production. 

Grahamholm Colantha Segis Maid will be remembered 
as the world’s champion for both milk and butter produc- 
tion in the ten-months’ division, her figures of 32,175.1 
Ibs. milk, 1,218.03 lbs. butter not being approached in 
either particular by any other cow, and as she carried a 
calf 226 days of this test, its value is even greater. Her 
first high record was made in five-year-old form when 
she started out with a 7-day production of 780.4 lbs. milk, 
29.29 lbs. butter. In that year, she made 33,108.9 lbs. milk 
and 984.85 lbs. fat (1,231.06 Ibs. butter). Freshening again 
as a six-year-old, she fell slightly below her short-time pro- 
duction of the preceding year with a 7-day record of 755.9 
lbs. milk, 29.01 lbs. butter, but performed sensationally 
during the lactation, setting up the world’s record for 
both milk and fat in the ten-months’ division previously 
mentioned and in 344 days producing 33,811.6 lbs. milk, 
1,033.28 Ibs. fat (1,291.60 lbs. butter). She was given a 
rest during her next lactation, but came back again as an 
eight-year-old with a 7-day record of 33.36 lbs. butter, 732.1 
lbs. milk, and has gone steadily through the year. finish- 
ing with her third 33,000-lb. performance and her highest 
butter record of 1,315 lbs. The new picture of this great

Grahamholm Colantha Segis Maid was bred, as the 
name indicates, by Grahamholm Farm, Rochester, Minne- 
sota, and has been developed in this herd, where she is 
now owned. She is a daughter of their senior herd sire, 
Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad, first prize aged bull 
at the National in 1921. This bull is a son of Dutchland 
Creamelle Korndyke Lad. famous Dutchland Farms herd 
sire, and out of Dutchland Changeling Colantha Lad, a 
former world’s record daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad 
from the Changeling family. On the dam’s side, Segis 
Maid comes from the “Pauline’’ family, developed in the 
Grahamholm herd, this family being similar in breeding 
to the Model family made famous in the herd of the late 
E. A. Powell. From this same family comes also another 
famous daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad. 
This is Grahamholm Colantha Pauline Segis, former world’s 
champion senior four-year-old in yearly test with the 
outstanding record of 34,291.8 lbs. milk, 1,426.75 lbs. but- 
ter at this age. She also has three records above 38 lbs. 
in 7 days. 

Segis Maid has proven to be a good breeding cow, one 
of her sons, Grahamholm Sir Colantha, having done es- 
pecially well in service in the Grahamholm herd and being 
sold to Horatio Hathaway of Dedham, Massachusetts, in 
the Brentwood Sale of 1925 for $7,000. A younger son, 
Grahamholm White Hope, sired by Dutchland Creamelle 
Denver Prince and owned jointly by Grahamholm and May- 
owood Farm, was recently sold for export to Japan, the 
purchaser being M. Kugimoto, a representative of the 
Japanese Government, who selected him personally. Dr.

Discussion of Selective Registration Wanted 


INCE 1923, the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
S ica has had committees studying, in one form and 

another, the problem of selective and super regis- 
tration. The General Welfare Committee, which was the 
first to take up the study in a serious way, spent consider- 
able time on a plan of super registration whereby a Type 
Section of the Advanced Registry would be constituted 
in which special recognition would be given to meritorious 
animals in the Advanced Registry. The plan involved a 
scoring proposition and, while it was generally approved 
at the time, no action was taken upon it until further 
study could be made of the practicability of the scoring 
idea. After studying the matter for two years, the Board 
of Directors appeared to be satisfied that a system of 
super registration based upon scoring and the assigning 
of definite figures from the scale of points, was impracti- 
cal and thus far no definite action, looking toward the 
adoption of such a plan, has been taken. 


A year ago last summer, a committee went to Holland 
to study the system of selective registration in use so 
successfully in that country, and a special committee 
from the board of Directors has been studying the matter 
ever since; thus far, without arriving at any definite plan 
that appears to be workable under our conditions. 

Last June, the Committee on Selective Registration was 
enlarged somewhat and is setting about to arrive at some 
definite conclusion in the matter in time to report at the 
next annual convention at Springfield, Mass., in June, 1927. 

With this end in view, the Committee has called a con- 
ference to be held at Chicago in January. To this con- 
ference has been invited a representative group of about 
fifteen breeders and others especially interested in and 
conversant with this problem, to study all phases of this 
important subject in the hope of developing a practical 
working plan for selective registration for presentation at 
the Springfield meeting next June. 

In view of this forthcoming conference, the Committee 
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vill especially welcome the expressions of the views of 
breeders on this matter. They extend an urgent invitation 
to all breeders who have constructive ideas on this sub- 
ject to consider this as a personal invitation to express 
them through the columns of the World. 

Do the Breeders Really Want It? 


In spite of the fact that Holland has a system of selec- 
tive registration that has been instrumental in bringing 
about great improvement in their type and uniformity dur- 
ing the past twenty years, and in spite of the fact that 
Canada has a system of super registration for its bulls 
that is working so satisfactorily for them that they are 
considering extension to the female side of the house, we 
cannot forbear wondering just how sincerely our breeders 
want a real system of selective registration. We suspect 
that not a few of the breeders, who have expressed their 
approval of the idea of selective registration, look upon 
it as being a good thing for “the other fellow” but if it 
came right down to a point of having someone come in 
from the National Association and cancel the registration 
certificates of such animals as fail to measure up to their 
ideas of desirability for breeding purposes, the plan might 
not be so appealing. 

The preliminary report by the Selective Registration 
Committee at Des Moines last June recognized the fact 
that any plan adopted should make selective registration 
voluntary rather than compulsory, which is sound reason- 
ing because nothing will make a Bolshevik out of the 
breeder any quicker than to have his association send rep- 
resentatives into his barn and cancel, against his wishes, 
the registration papers of any of his purebred animals as 
unfit for breeding purposes. 

Sell the Idea of Voluntary Selection 

We have been urging editorially for some time that 
the breeders start in at once applying the principles of 
selective registration themselves in their own herds with- 
out waiting for a definite pian to be worked out and put 
into operation by the Association. We know that a great 
many breeders are acting right along this line in their 
herds today, and they are going to be the gainers thereby. 
To this extent, the discussions of the subject during the 
past three or four years have by no means been wasted 
effort even though no definite plan has been worked out 
and adopted. 

As we discussed the matter with individual breeders in 
many different parts of the country, we are inclined more 
and more to take the view that the greatest immediate 
opportunity for service by the industry along this line is 
to put forth a renewed effort to sell the idea of voluntary 
selective registration by each individual owner in his own 
herd along with continued and increased education along 
the line of making that selection sound and efficient. 

The Indiana Jersey Breeders’ Plan 

The other breeds are wresting with the same problem. 
We note in the current issue of The Jersey Bulletin the 
announcement that the Indiana Jersey Cattle Club has 
adopted a plan of selective registration open to Jersey 
breeders of that state. In the articles of incorporation 
of this organization, it is stated: 

“Our members shall pledge themselves not to reg- 
ister an animal merely because it is purebred, but to 
register only such animals as they believe are worthy 
of reproducing, and in the sale of any registered animal 
they believe to be inferior and unworthy of reproducing 
they covenant and agree to withhold the transfer 
papers and sell it as a grade animal, thus breaking the 
chain of registration.” 


The club further plans to establish a Committee of Judges 
to be known as the Commendation Committee whose duty 
shall be to visit the herds of members upon written re- 
quest and grade or score the individual members of the 
herd, somewhat in keeping with the plan employed on the 
Island of Jersey, and to issue commendation certificates 
on the animals possessing the necessary degree of per- 
fection. Annual dues in this organization are $25, with 
associate or non-voting memberships at $5 per year. We 
assume that these dues are expected to defray the cost 
of the work of the Committee of Judges. Further details 
of the plan as set forth in The Jersey Bulletin are given 
elsewhere in this issue. 

The worst objection we can see to the enterprise of 
the Indiana breeders is the fact that when other states 
follow along in this idea, as they are almost certain to 
do, a lack of uniformity in the systems used may be the 
cause of endless confusion, and it would seem like a more 
sound policy for the initiative to come from the parent 
national body with these very commendable efforts by 
state organizations shaped along uniform lines.

He was by 
King Fayne Segis and out of Bloomingdale Hengerveld 
Palmyra, one of the very finest of the daughters of Hen- 
gerveld De Kol. Her dam, a 22-lb. twelve-year-old, is one 
of the very few cows having seven A. R. O. daughters 
and of these two have records of 35 and 30.9 lbs. Lady 
Boon Jewel Fayne is a Livingston County, Michigan, pro- 
duct, having been bred by Mark Curdy, developed by C. S. 
Heeg of Howell, and purchased in the Grand Rapids Na 
tional Sale by her present owners, Detroit Creamery 
Farms, Mt. Clemens, Michigah, where she will receive 
further development.

territory and the experience of the Bank in that territory, 
and makes his recommendation to the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Bank, composed of three officers who must 
finally approve before the loan can be made. 

Less than 50% of the applications received have been 
able to pass these tests and be approved for the amount 
originally asked. Infallibility of human judgment is not 
to be expected, and doubtless many applications have been 
needlessly reduced, yet on the whole the Banks have 
been liberal enough, and in many instances too much so. 

When the borrower gets his loan, he takes stock in the 
local association in an amount equal to 5% of his loan. 
The Association guarantees his loan to the Land Bank 
and holds his stock as collateral to his loan. The Asso 
ciation in turn takes a like amount of stock in the Land 
Bank which holds its stock as collateral to the Associa- 
tion’s guarantee. This provides an additional security 
for the loan. and also for the automatic increase of the 
Capital Stock of the Bank, which has already been men- 
tioned, and which must be maintained in a fixed ratio 
to the outstanding bonds. When a loan is paid, the Bank 
and association stock are both retired. 

The Banks do not loan Government money, for let me 
repeat, the Government is not in the farm loan business, 
but derive their loanable funds from the sale of their 
own securities in the form of Farm Loan bonds. These 
bonds are free from every form of taxation, except inher- 
itance tax, are issued against farm mortgages or Govern- 
ment Securities, at least equal to the amount of the 
bonds, deposited with a Public Officer—the Farm Loan 
Registrar—and may not be issued in excess of 20 times 
the paid-in and unimpaired Capital of the Bank. 

To provide operating expenses, create Reserves, and 
absorb losses, the Banks are permitted to add to the rate 
they pay on their bonds, a charge not exceeding 1% per 
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annum in fixing their loan rate. Thus a 4%% bond rate 
produces a 54% loaning rate. 

The Banks being mutual are organized to furnish sery- 
ice at cost, and after paying expenses, carrying 25% of 
net earnings semi-annually to Reserve, and making proper 
provision for possible losses, may return the balance of 
the 1% charge to the Association in the form of divi- 
dends. This charge has proven ample to meet all re. 
quirements, charge off all acquired real estate, create a 
Reserve—which at the end of the present month wil] 
exceed $8,000,000—and permit the distribution of nearly 
$16.000,000 as dividends. 

The Federal Land Banks have been administered with 
a definite view to their strength and perpetuity, and with 
a regard for the integrity of their securities which is un- 
surpassed, if indeed it has been equalled, in the annals 
of business administration. 

In addition to the care exercised in the selection of 
their loans which become the security for bond issues, 
they have realized that a farm which will not sell for the 
amount of the mortgage is at best a “frozen” asset, and 
whenever it has been found necessary to acquire a farm 
in satisfaction of a mortgage debt, the farm has been 
promptly charged off, and no real estate—except their 
Bank premise—appears as an admitted asset in the state- 
ment of any Bank. 

If any Installment payment becomes more than ninety 
days past due, it is immediately charged off and is not 
carried as an asset unless, and until, collected. 


This may be, as has been stated in official quarters, 
an excess of caution. I am not, however, personally pre- 
pared to believe that there can be an excess caution so 
long as you do not interfere with the orderly functioning 
of the Banks in any measure which tends to protect the 
interests of the holders of more than a Billion dollars of 
these securities, ranging from the humble $40.00 savings 
investor to the millions of dollars invested by the Govern- 
ment in its most sacred trust fund, the Veteran’s Bureau 
insurance. Nor can there be, within the same limitations, 
any excess of caution in safeguarding the interests of ap- 
proximately 400,000 holders of more than $50,000,000 of the 
stock in the Banks, or in a policy which makes for the 
continued strength and perpetuity of this the largest and 
strongest farmers’ financial organization in the world. 

This is a hasty and necessarily brief outline of the 
structure and operation of the Federa) Land Banks. In 
less than eight years of actual operation they have loaned 
more than a Billion and a quarter of dollars to approxi- 
mately four hundred thousand farmers, in every quarter 
of the country and upon every type of agricultural land, 
ranging literally from the truck farm of New Jersey to 
the vineyards of California—from the wheat fields of 
Minnesota to the sugar lands of Louisiana, and from the 
potato lands of northern Maine to the far fiung cotton 
fields of the South. 

They have equalized and stabilized rates, and reduced 
them by an average of 2% in three-fourths of our agricul- 
tural area, and have demonstrated the wisdom and 
thoroughly established the principle of the amortized loan 
for farm borrowing. Great as has been this direct ac- 
complishment, of equal, if not greater value, has been 
the effect in persuading other agencies to meet their rates 
and adopt their methods of loaning. And more valuable 
than we perhaps at present realize has been the demon- 
stration of the wisdom and soundness of a partnership be- 
tween the Government and organized agriculture in the 
solution of agricultural problems. 

With nearly 5,000 Farn Loan Associations making 
service accessible in every community in the country, 
with the banks in abundant supply of funds and with other 
agencies competing for the business and meeting our 
terms and plans—as they must—the problem of farm mort- 
gage credits would seem to be pretty well solved. 

In 1923 Congress took cognizance of the problems of 
crop production and marketing credits. and determined 
that there was a line of credit essential to agricultura! 
prosperity falling between the short-time credit that Banks 
of Deposit may properly extend, and the longer term credit 
which should be funded into farm mortgage debt, and 
passed the Intermediate Credits Act putting the United 
States Government into the business of supplying that 
credit. 

That there was occasion for such credit, and a lack of 
proper agencies to supply it, was hardly open to question. 
As to the necessity of making it a permanent Government

Four big days. chockfull of dairy 
meetings will draw leaders of the in- 
dustry toward Chicago November 30, 
December 1, 2 and 38. 

Beginning with the annual meeting 
of the American Association of Cream- 
ery Butter Manufacturers, November 
30th, a day wiil be devoted to each of 
the four national dairy organizations, 
including the American Dairy Feder- 
ation on December 1, the National 
Dairy Council on the 2nd and the Na- 
tional Dairy Association December 
3rd. Letters from all parts of the 
country indicate that there will be rec- 
ord attendance for these annual meet- 
ings and those in charge of arrange- 
ments assure us that the biggest ar- 
ray of speakers they have ever had 
for an annual meeting will be in Chi- 
cago during this big week. 

“IT am not prepared to announce 
our full program as yet,” stated E. M. 
Bailey, President of the American 
Dairy Federation, who called a pre- 
liminary conference in Chicago No- 
vember 4th. “If our present plans 
carry we will have speakers on our 
program such as the American Dairy 
Federation has never had before at 
its annual meeting. Watch the daily 
papers for announcements later.” 

In connection with the annual meet- 
ing of the National Dairy Council 
some live features are being planned 
instead of the ordinary dry business 
sessions which so many associations 
are apt to have for an annual meet- 
ing. Demonstrations, plays, stories 
and short talks by those directing the 
Dairy Council work will make the 
program interesting throughout the 
third day of the meetings. 

It is planned to have special de- 
monstrations by state winners in the 
boys’ and girls’ “Achievement Day” 
from lowa, show the people in the an- 
nual meeting just how they are using 
Dairy Council material in their or- 
ganization, which is part of the 660,000 
boys and girls 4-H ciubs throughout 
the country. 

Reports of officers of the Dairy 
Council will indicate a steady growth 
in the Council organization, with the 
addition of one new Council unit 
since its last meeting, this being in 
the Cincinnati territory, and plans for 
two new cou.cils being rapidly com- 
pleted. A stead” growth in the per- 
sonnel of the organization and in its 
influence will be shown in a summary 
report at 10 o’clock Thursday, Dec. 
2nd, in the Auditorium Hotel, Chicago. 

Foliowing the business session and 
demonstrations a_ special luncheon 
will be served. People who expect to 
attend the Dairy Council meeting are 
urged to get in touch with the Council 
and let them know ahead of time how 
many to plan for. A comprehensive 
report will be made as to future pos- 
sibilities of the dairy industry at the 
afternoon session of the Dairy Coun- 
cil meeting. The industry has now 
reached a point, this report will show, 
where it has the good will of leading 
doctors, scientists and health officers 
and an opportunity will be presented 
for the industry to check up on the at- 
titude of these people in the report.

enterprise, I had, and still have, mental reservations. I 
feel that it would have been a happier solution, if pro- 
vision had been made for the gradual retirement of the 
Government stock and the absorption by the beneficiaries 
of the Federal Farm Loan Board, I was unqualifidedly op- 
Mutua: Organizations, under close Government supervision. 

To imposing its administration upon the officers of the 
Federal Land Banks, and placing it under the supervision 
of the Federal Farm Loan Board, I was unqualifidedly op- 
posed. I felt that it belonged to the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem whose agencies are especially trained to that type of 
security and constantly dealing with it, but Congress 
thought otherwise and the Act was passed, creating twelve 
Federal Intermediate Credit Banks with a capital of $5.,- 
000,000 each, all subscribed by the Federal Government 
with the officers and directors of the Federal Land Banks 
becoming ex-officio Officers and Directors of the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Banks. The corporations are entirely 
separate and distinct, and there is no relation whatever 
between their obligations. The Federal Intermediate Credit 
Banks make loans direct to Farmers’ cooperative market- 
ing associations, based upon pledged commodity, staple ag- 
ricultural products, placed in properly bonded warehouses, 
adequately insured, with proper provision for grading and 
frequent inspection, and finally with ample margin. 

These loans have proven highly satisfactory in every 
particular, and have undoubtedly provided a substantial 
stimulus to cooperative marketing, an end very much to 
be desired. 

They may also discount Agricultural paper for Com- 
mercial banks, and properly capitalized Agricultural Credit 
Corporations. No discount corporation is recognized with 
a capital of less than $10,000 and no such corporation may 
discount in excess of ten times its paid-up and unimpaired 
capital. 

Through these agencies the Banks are financing breed- 
ing herds in the cattle country, which require a two or 
three-year term for turn-over, and are not wise loans for 
the Commercial Banks because of the time involved. They 
are also financing the dairy herd, the financing of which 
requires a longer term for its liquidation than Commercial 
Banks should undertake to provide. Through these dis- 
count agencies, they are also serving to enable farmers to 
discount their bills for fertilizer and other crop production 
costs, putting them upon the same legitimate discount 
basis as the Merchant, and effecting a very substantial 
saving. 

The Banks, as stated, have a combined capital of $60.- 
000,000 and are mutually underwritten. Only $24,000,000 
of this Capital has been called, the balance, $36,000,000 re- 
maining in the Trtasury, subject to thirty-day call. It 
seems wise to leave this capital in the Treasury as a back- 
stop against emergencies. The Banks finance themselves 
by the sale of debentures which are wholly tax free, issued 
against pledged loans deposited with the same Public offi- 
cer as in the case of the Land Banks. They may be issued 
for as long a term as five years—there is no minimum time 
limit. In practice, they are issued to harmonize with an- 
ticipated maturities. The debentures have found ready 
market, their natural lodging place being with Commercial 
banks, for which they afford an ideal secondary reserve. 
They are of course intrinsically, absolutely sound. 


The Law provides that one-half of net earnings shall 
be carried annually to Reserve, and the other one-half paid 
back to the Treasury. In this respect the Banks have 
exceeded expectations and in two and a half years of op- 
ération have created a Reserve of approximately $1,200,000 
after setting up proper special reserve against possible 
losses, and have paid a like amount into the Treasury. 

So far as the supply of funds is concerned, these In- 
stitutions are abundantly able to respond to any call upon 
them, and the credit facilities which they afford are ample. 

It is possible that in some sections farmers do not have 
access to them for the want of proper discount agencies, 
and the lack of disposition of Commercial Banks to redis- 
count, but it is also happily true that in a major portion 
of the country Commercial banks are taking reasonable 
care of both lines of credit. 

It is probably too early to forecast the ultimate devel- 
opment of these institutuions. They are rendering a sub- 
stantial service which is capable of almost indefinite ex- 
pansion, and it seems safe to assume that they have come 
to stey, and that they will prove a growing factor in financ- 
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ing crop production and movement, and that ultimately 
the Government will get all its money back and still own 
all the stock with a 100% surplus. As with the Farm 
mortgage, the problem of providing funds for production 
and marketing credit seems pretty well solved. 

Adequately financed though he be, all is not, however, 
well with the farmer, and he is not on an equal footing 
with his brethren in other activities as you have already 
been most convincingly told. 

I hesitate to venture upon even a brief discussion of a 
subject that has been so fully presented, and even more 
to enter a field of thought that is engaging such universal 
consideration, and in which so many manifestly fruitless 
remedies have been proposed for a generally accepted 
disorder. 

What is wrong with agriculture? I would answer, 
First—there are too many occupants of farms that are 
not in reality farms, or perhaps I should say, of lands that 
are not agricultural lands. For this there is but one rem- 
edy, and that is the unpleasant one of abandonment. The 
man who is trying to make a livelihood for himself and 
family on a piece of land that will not produce, under fay- 
orable conditions, fair support for that family, will be doing 
himself, his family, general agriculture and society a good 
turn if he gives up the effort and if necessary seeks in- 
dustrial employment through which he can take proper 
care of those dependent upon him. I say this regretfully, 
for no one looks with more anxious eye than myself upon 
the steady movement from the country to the town. 


Second—In many cases his plant is over capitalized 
and the farmer is trying to produce results upon an invest- 
ment far beyond the producing value of his property, or 
as we would say in the case of a Corporation, he is trying 
to produce earnings and pay interest on “watered stock”, 
This cannot long continue even with a corporation, as wit- 
ness, the reorganization of the Atchison and other great 
Railways a generation ago, and of others from time to 
time since which have found themselves in that situation. 
Neither can it be done with the farm, and the sooner the 
farm in that situation is reorganized, as with the railroads, 
and scaled down to its actual value, the better it will be 
for agriculture as a whole and it will be just as well for 
the individual involved, even though it may mean begin- 
ning all over again, for he is but wasting his energies and 
valuable years in a struggle with the impossible. 

These are, however, only individual, or at most, com- 
munity cases and do not get to the root of the general 
trouble. 


The third, and the real trouble. with the American 
farmer is that he is not adequately organized. In this 


respect he has not kept pace with the trend of the times 
for the last generation, and in fact his isolation has ren- 
dered, and will continue to render it relatively impossible 
that he shall do so by his own initiative, and yet he must 
compete with organization in every other branch of human 
endeavor, and this must in the nature of things be an un- 
equal contest. 

I think we should all agree that the farmer is entitled 
to a method of distribution which will carry his product 
to the consumer in the most economical manner, guard 
against overloaded markets and inordinate intermediate 
profits. 

I believe we should further agree that agriculture as 


an industry is entitled to protection on the same basis 


as other industries and is entitled to such facilities for 
distribution as will make that protection fully effective. 

Industry because of its organization is, broadly speak- 
ing, able to sell its product in the American market at 
world prices, plus the protection, and to place its in- 
evitable surplus, if it so desires, in world markets on the 
lower price level. 

Agriculture is entitled to the same thing and if it can- 
not, unaided and within itself, create the facilities, their 
creation becomes a Public duty. 

It is rather idle to suggest that the farmer regulate his 
production to meet the demands of American consumption. 
He cannot regujate his crops; God Almighty does that. 
A seventy-five p@ércent acreage may produce one hundred 
and ten percent crop, while one hundred and twenty-five 
percent acreage may result in a ninety percent crop, and 
anyway the whole country wants an annual production 
of a surplus of food crops, and that will be an unhappy 
year for the American consumer which sees a shortage. 

What may Legislation or the Government do to help 
in this? 

I do not like to contemplate the necessity of anything.

‘‘Finanacing the Farmer” 


I am by nature and training ultra conservative. I do not 
believe in the Government doing for individuals, classes 
or interests anything which they may do for themselves, 
but when a distinct and essentially vital industry in which 
the whole Public is profoundly interested, needs assistance, 
it becomes a National problem. 

I do not offer a plan but rather make an inquiry. Why 
is it not possible that the general scheme which—with 
but a small initial investment by the Government-—has 
taken nearly 400,000 individual farmers scattered over the 
entire country and welded them into a strong mutual or- 
ganization and made that organization eminently success- 
ful in the highly technical and exacting field of farm 
mortgage banking, may not be applied in other directions. 
Why might not, for instance, a great Grain Distributing 
Association be organized, capitalized in the first instance 
by the Government, put in capable hands with a fair 
amount of government supervision and a fair amount of 
farmer participation, with a service fee in the form of 
stock subscription, which would ultimately retire the Gov- 
ernment investment, perpetuating itself as a mutual 
farmers’ grain corporation, under Government supervision 
and control, be brought into being and made not only to 
render its own individual service, but—as does the Farm 
Loan System—to serve as a regulator by which charges 
for service and price for grain distribution could be fairly 
measured? 

It would not be expected nor desired that such an In- 
stitution should transact all of the business, or even a 
major portion of it, but if it were successful in its oper- 
ations it would serve as the beginning of a new era in the 
handling of farm products which, without encroaching un- 
duly upon existing agencies, would give the farmer enough 
power in his field te assure that his products were 
distributed without any undue burden and that he got 
for them what they were worth, and that is all that any 
farmer, or his friends, can reasonably expect, and to this 
much control of his distribution, any producer is entitled. 
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This may be only an idle suggestion, but in this “open 
season” for suggestions, it may possibly be worthy of some 
consideration. 

Let me say in conclusion, as I have had occasion to 
say before, I am not an authorized spokesman for the 
American farmer and when any man tells you that he is, 
it is well to ask for his credentials. I came from his 
ranks, I have performed his heaviest labor and endured 
his most trying hardships and privations. I have taught 
his children in the Country school and have served a 
rural community as legislator, Judge and country banker. 
With this background I, of course, respect and sympa- 
thize with his aspirations. I know the working of his 
mind, his habits of life and method of thought. He is eg. 
sentially an individualist. He has always taken care of 
himself and wants to do so. He does not want something 
for nothing and he doesn’t want to be a Government pet. 
He doesn’t believe in special privileges for anybody else, 
and he doesn’t want them for himself, notwithstanding 
extravagant demands that are sometimes made in his 
name. He is not the “rube” that he is too frequently pic- 
tured, and too generally believed to be. He can hear the 
voice of reason, when it speaks clearly and unafraid, even 
above the voice of the demagogue, and when his reason, 
his common sense and his patriotism have been appealed 
to, he has never failed to respond. 

All that he asks is a square deal. He asks that his 
industry receive recognition commensurate with its im- 
portance, and that it be taken into account when economic 
changes force economic readjustments. He asks for him- 
self and those dear to him only an equal chance in the 
race of life. He asks that his longer day of toil buy for 
himself and family as much of human necessities and com- 
forts as the shorter day of the industrial laborer and in 
asking these he is not asking too much. 

Given these he will toil and struggle and win, and not 
only safeguard the Nation’s food supply, but he will con- 
tinue in the future, as he has been in the past the chief 
proponent and ultimate defender of Constitutional Govern- 
ment. 





Motoring Among Western Ontario Herds 


America” has been given to Ox- 

ford County, Ontario, and our 
conclusion after a somewhat hasty 
motor tour of the county, is that this 
title is justified. At the risk of of- 
fending Waukesha and some of the 
other good Wisconsin counties ana 
perhaps Madison and Chenango and 
others in New York State, we must 
say that we believe there are more 
good Holsteins to the square mile to 
be found in Oxford than can be found 
in any like area outside of Holland it- 
self.

This herd is going in- 
to winter quarters in splendid con- 
dition and is evidently going to have 
a very successful testing season, fol- 
lowing a good showing on the eastern 
show circuit this past fall. Since the 
new testing year started on October 
1, they have completed four 30-lb. 
records and several others on test 
right now and just going on appear to 
be on the way to exceed that figure.

Ibs. butter will be completed within 
the next few months. The Yates herd 
is the leading exponent of the Posch 
family, particularly along the lines 
brought together by the late A. E. 
Hulet, and the work they are doing 
both at the pail and in the show ring 
is evidence of the soundness of the 
breeding plan and the merit of the 
lines of breeding represented. 
Crossing over at Black Rock to 
Bridgeburg, Ontario, by ferry accom-

& Sons. This herd first came into 
prominence a number of years ago 
through the work of the famous Je- 
mima Family.

four-year-olds. This year, following 
a poor start, owing to illness, she has 
credited in her first six months 16,000 
lbs. milk and 770 lbs. butter. She is 
individually just as good as her reec- 
ord having a particularly square, 
strongly attached udder with a broad, 
level rump and showing unusual 
strength along with dairy tempera- 
ment and refinement.

through a blinding snow storm to Port 
Colbourne at the head of the New 
Welland ship canal. Our objective 
here was the four-year-old that seems 
sure to beat Maggie Calamity Hartog 
for the Canadian championship and 
who is challenging Redfield Segis Jo- 
hanna for the world’s championship 
in the senior four-year-old _ class. 
This heifer, Manor Keyes Bettina 
94711 CHB, is owned by Lanson 
Moerschfelter, near Selkirk, Ontario. 
In six days less than eight months, 
she has to her credit 23,248.3 Ibs. milk 
and 1,120 lbs. butter. As she is still 
milking between 85 and 90 Ibs. a day 
and showing a test of 3.9 per cent 
fat, it is easy to see that, barring ac- 
cident, her final figures will be very 
sensational. She is owned here in a 
small herd, her owner looking after 
the rest of the herd and farm work 
in addition to keeping up the four- 
time milking of this heifer. She is a 
big, strong heifer of evident capacity 
and constitution. Mr. Moerschfelter is 
fortunate in having one of her sons 
which we did not see as he was in use 
also in a neighboring herd, and an in- 
bred daughter sired by this son. The 
daughter appears to be an even bet- 
ter individual than her dam. 

After enjoying a bounteous dinner 
with the Moerschfelters, big and little, 
we proceeded on our way, Oxford 
Countyward. Our first stop of the 
afternoon was at Hagersville where 
the good herd of Vice President W. H. 
Cherry is located. Here we saw a 
number of promising daughters and 
granddaughters of the great 38-lb. 
cow, Elmcrest Ormsby Fayne, whose 
picture appeared on the cover of our 
July 24 issue. 

I neglected to mention that during

for a brief visit with Mr. and Mrs. 
Whit Root, making the last quarter- 
mile cross-lots on foot and feeling 
ourselves lucky that we were able to 
extract the car from the Dunnville 
mud with the aid of our own horse- 
and-man power. Mr. Root was in 
town, but Mrs. Root was quite capable 
of showing us the herd in which she 
is an active worker with her husband. 
Following the sale of their world’s 
champion, Glen Otter Colantha Lady, 
as told in earlier issues of the World, 
they have made extensive repairs on 
their home and provided better ac- 
commodations for their fast growing 
retail milk business since my visit 
there last February. Their farming 
operations have suffered very much 
from the wet fall and the herd was 
looking a bit rough, but when they 
get into winter quarters we predict 
will respond to the kindly care of 
their owners. 

The next stop beyond Hagersville 
was Simcoe, one of the old towns of 
Ontario. Here we looked up Harvey 
Johnson, one of the partners in J. B. 
Jackson, Ltd., who own one of the 
best little herds to be found any- 
where. They were just getting ready 
to ship four head up to the Royal 
and we do not think Jim Rettie can 
overlook them. We are unable t» 
give their names, but there were two 
cows, one to be shown in the dry 
class and another in the fresh cow 
class, that impressed us very much. 
They have records of about 30 Ibs. 
each and are to be the foundation of 
the herd which Mr. Johnson is build- 
ing. The herd sire here is Sir Banos- 
tine Romeo, owned jointly by Fred 
Roe of Currie’s Crossing and Leo 
Challand, David Jeffrey and J. B. 
This bull is 
sired by Sir Romeo Fayne and out of 
the great 40-lb. cow, Queen Calamity 
Ormsby. Later on in Fred Roe’s herd, 
we saw a lot of very beautiful young- 
sters sired by this bull. 

Starting out the next morning 
bright and early, we entered Oxford 
County, calling first at the farm of 
M. L. Haley, Springford. Mr. Haley 
is selling his herd at auction on No- 
vember 23, one of the contributing 
causes being a disastrous fire which 
destroyed his home recently. As we 
have told this story in a separate 


item, we will not repeat the details 
here except to say again that the 
young daughters of the herd sire, Co- 
lanthus Mercena Pride, impressed us 
as being a very outstanding group. 

Our next stop and one of the prin- 
cipal objectives of the trip was the 
herd of Haley & Lee, also in Spring- 
ford. This is owned by M. H. Haley, 
a brother of M. L., and his son-in-law. 
Fred Lee. They are very nicely lo- 
cated on adjoining farms. We are 
glad to say that the general quality of 
the Haley & Lee herd measured up to 
the high expectations we had formed 
from their outstanding show ring win- 
nings of recent years. They had a 
string of twenty-one head ready ta 
ship to the Canadian Royal and they 
will be a factor as usual where they 
compete. We were particularly in- 
pressed with Gypsy Posch Ruby, their 
grand old show cow that placed sixth 
at the National and whose daughter, 
Ruby Fayne Posch, was third in the 
same class, and another daughter sec- 
ond prize two-year-old. Four mem- 
bers of their show herd are consigned 
to the International Breeders’ Sale, 
these including the yunior yearling 
that was second to the great Innes 
heifer at the National, the third prize 
bull calf and a two-year-old heifer 
that was sixth prize winner at the 
National.

We also made 
brief inspection of the herds of James 
Rettie, his brother, Alex Rettie, Clin- 
ton Hanmer, and Elias Snyder of Bur- 
gessville. Elias Snyder is one of the 
greatest caretakers we have ever run 
across, his cattle always being in the 
pink of condition.

The famous AIll- 
American winner, Sir Francy Mer- 
cena Burke, is only one of the good 
ones that came from Mr. Snyder’s 
herd. On our way in, we stopped for 
a few minutes at the herd of Fred Roe 
& Son at Currie’s Crossing where we 
saw the daughters of Sir Banostine 
Romeo, previously mentioned. Nor- 
man and Hubert Schell, also are 
located on the route from Norwich to 
Woodstock but as it was already long 
past dark and generator and battery 
trouble were giving us some difficulty 
with lights and starter, we postponed 
visiting these herds until later. Nor- 
man Schell is building his herd 
around the great 38-lb. cow, Glen Glo- 
rianna, who he is showing again this 
year at the Royal. Two of her sons 
are in the herd, one of them having 
been in use last year and the other 
one being not yet quite of serviceable 
age. 

Right in the vicinity of Woodstock 
are two of Canada’s outstanding 
herds, these being the City View 
Farm of J. W. Innes & Sons and the 
Springbank herd of T. H. Dent & Son. 
The Innes herd has made its greatest 
reputation on the show circuit, while 
the Dents have confined themselves 
more closely to record making. Both 
have made an outstanding showing 
in their particular field. The Innes 
herd has probably won more prizes 
on the show circuit this year than any 
other Canadian herd, having made an 
eight thousand mile circuit from 
Ormstown, Quebec, on the east and 
out to Vancouver on the west, being 
out from June until November. The 
outstanding members of their well 
balanced show string are Abbekerk 
Sylvius Lad, the two-year-old that has 
been undefeated in Canadian rings 
throughout this whole circuit, he be- 
ing a son of Aaggie Sylvia, 1922 Na- 
tional grand champion. Among the 
females, the most noteworthy are AIl- 
cartra Colantha Ormsby, last year’s 
All-American two-year-old, and her 
daughter, V. C. V. Alcartra Toitilla 
Ormsby, first prize winner at the Na- 
tional, junior champion at the Cana- 
dian National, and in the opinion of 
Ward Stevens, the greatest junior 
yearling he has ever seen. Alcartra 
Colantha Ormsby showed this year as 
a three-year-old, winning her class 
throughout her entire Canadian cir- 
cuit, but dropping twin calves on the 
train going to the National and being 
so badly knocked out tnat she was not 
shown there at all and probably will 
not go to the Royal, as she is still 
thin and out of condition, but coming 
along all right. They were loading 
out their show herd of twenty odd 
head for the Royal before we left 
Woodstock and we predict they will 
account for more than one first prize 
red ribbon in that great show. They 
also are supporting liberally the In- 
ternational Breeders’ Sale, having 
consigned one of the sisters of their 
great junior yearling that placed over 
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her at some of the early shows on the 
western Prairie Province circuit, be- 
ing junior champion at Brandon. They 
are also selling a very toppy bull calf, 
sired by Abbekerk Sylvius Lad and 
from the same dam as this good year- 
ling heifer, and also another two-year- 
old heifer from their show string. 


The Dent herd has _ been built 
largely on the blood of the bull, Pion- 
eer Snow Korndyke, a son of Calam- 
ity Snow Mechthilde bred by Walburn 
Rivers, of Ingersoll, and now back at 
the head of the Pioneer Stock Farm 
herd. We have long wanted to see 
this herd because of the outstanding 
records they have been turning out. 
One of their great cows, Springbank 
Snow Countess, a daughter of Pioneer 
Snow Korndyke, nolds the world’s 
record for first three lactations with 
948.75 lbs. as a junior two-year-old, 
1,223 lbs. as a senior three-year-old 
and 1,402.50 lbs. as a five-year-old. She 
has been a consistent four per cent 
tester throughout her lifetime and is 
now starting off her fourth lactation 
with a 36-lb. 7-day record. She is a 
grand individual with a beautifully 
shaped and very strongly attached ud- 
der, giving no evidence of the strenu- 
ous work she has done. There are 
large numbers of daughters of Pion- 
eer Snow Korndyke in this herd and 
we were very much impressed with 
the udders on the whole lot. One of 
them was also on test, milking 105 
Ibs. a day. We will not go into fur- 
ther details regarding this family as 
we expect to make it the subject of 
a special story in an early issue. 

After seeing this herd, founded on 
the blood of Pioneer Snow Korndyke, 
we were glad of the opportunity of 
visiting Walburn Rivers & Sons 
where Pioneer Snow Korndyke was 
bred and is now in service. Calam- 
ity Snow Mechthilde, his dam and one 
cf the foundation cows of the Calam- 
ity Snow family, is still in this herd, 
although showing some signs of her 
fifteen years of age. Beside her 
stands her 1,200-lb. daughter, Calam- 
ity Snow Pontiac, now twelve years 
old, a pair of living testimonials to 
the longevity of this great family. 
Calamity Snow Mechthilde herself has 
an 1,100-lb. record and the blood has 
bred on through generations, but that 
must wait for the special story. The 
youngest looking twelve-year-old cow 
we have ever seen is Victoria May 
Pontiac in this herd, a sister to Bella 
Pontiac, former world’s champion 
1,500-lb. cow. This great cow had just 
completed a record of about 18,000 
lbs. milk and 800 lbs. butter on two 
milkings a day. This is no mean per- 
formance for a cow of her age. They 
are consigning a son of this cow to 
the International Breeders’ Sale, as 
well as two desirable females. We 
were interested to see a daughter of 
Calamity Snow Mechthilde Girl, the 
1,100-lb. full sister of Calamity Snow 
Mechthilde, that is one of the Carna- 
tion foundation cows and dam of one 
of their junior herd sires. This daugh- 
ter, Calamity Snow Toitilla, was just 
starting on yearly test. It is worth 
mentioning here that Pioneer Snow 
Korndyke, a son of Calamity Snow 
Mechthilde, has the 1,400-lb. daughter 
mentioned in the Dent herd, while 
her full sister, Calamity Snow Mech- 
thilde Girl, had the son that sired 
Maggie Calamity Hartog, the out- 
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standing cow in the Houck son, pre- 
viously mentioned with 1,370 Ibs. to 
her credit. Walburn Rivers is one 
of the pioneer Holstein breeders of 
Canada and we were all very glad 
to have had this opportunity of see- 
ing the work he is doing in building 
up on the Calamity Snow foundation. 

We also made a brief visit to the 
herd of Martin McDowell at Oxford 
Centre, where a consignment was se. 
cured consisting of a young bull that 
Mr. Innes has been using while Ab- 
bekerk Sylvius Lad has been away on 
the show circuit, and a very good 
young cow. Mr. McDowell has de- 
veloped a number of high producers, 
including a 37-lb. cow that is the 
grandam of the young bull referred 
to. We were piloted through the herd 
by Jim McDowell, the young son of 
the owner. We predict that this tad 
will be heard from in live stock cir 
cles later on. He is now very much 
interested in a purebred flock of 
Southdown sheep which are his spe- 
cial care and pride. 

There were many good herds in 
the county but lack of time prevented 
our visiting them. There are also 
a lot of breeders in the adjoining 
county of Perth, but the farthest we 
got in that direction was to make a 
brief Sunday afternoon call on Oliver 
Brothers at St. Marys. This herd is 
headed by Sir Sylvia Dewdrop, one 
of the outstanding show bulls of Can- 
ada in the aged class and who has 
produced a number of very good win- 
ners these last few years. They were 
also getting a bunch ready for ex- 
hibition at the Royal. 

We were very much impressed with 
the general quality of the cattle seen 
in these representative herds. They 
are all run on a practical basis with 
considerable attention paid to eco- 
nomic production. Cows’ milking 
over 70 lbs. a day on two-time milk- 
ing were common in these herds. We 
found invariably a keen appreciation 
of the value of good sires and from 
the attention they are giving to selec- 
tion and development we look for 
still further improvement in the Hol- 
steins of western Ontario. All 
through western Ontario and partic- 
ularly in Oxford County, they have 
been enjoying a wonderful demand for 
their cattle from United States buyers 
and nearly every herd was sold down 
pretty low. We heard no talk of hard 
times or depression, the competition 
from other breeds or anything except 
optimism for the future of the Hol- 
stein cow throughout our entire trip. 
We know some breeders on this side 
of the line that would be benefitted 
by subjecting themselves to such an 
environment for a week.

State Jersey cattle club in the 

United States for the elimination 
of “scrub” pure bred Jerseys from of- 
ficial registration, was officialy set on 
foot last week by officers and directors 
of the Indiana Jersey Cattie Club when 
they incorporated the organization 
with the Secretary of State of Indiana 
at Indianapolis. It was incorporated 
as a non-profit organization after spe- 
cial meetings of officers and directors, 
innumerable individual conferences, 
and extensive correspondence’ with 
leading Jersey breeders of the United 
States in an effort to establish the 
movement on a sound business basis. 


T'inrough its efforts under this plan 
the club hopes to go a long ways in 
constructive work in raising the stand- 
ard of registered Jersey cattle in In- 
diana, with resultant profit to club 
members and Jersey breeders in gen- 
eral in the State. Considerable work 
has already been done to acquaint 
breeders with the plan, and it will 
be presented to them at their annual 
meeting in Indianapolis early in next 
March for approval. In the meantime 
the movement is expected to gain 
headway, as it has met with hearty 


Ts first plan ever launched by a 


endorsement by a large number of 
breeders of the State who feel that if 
is in keeping with the millions invest- 
ed in the breed in Indiana. 

Perhaps no more concise portrayal 
of the purposes of the Club as incor- 
porated could be given than is express- 
ed by the articles themselves in the 
following paragraphs, which are quoted 
verbatim 

“The Indiana Jersey Cattle Club is 
an organization which has been in 
continuous existence since 1881 as an 
unincorported association, and has for 
its object the encouragement of the 
breeding of pure bred Jersey cattle. 
It seeks to educate its members and 
encourage them in judicious selection, 
proper breeding, based upon knowl- 
edge of the laws of heredity, proper 
care and handing, based upon experi- 
ence of others, and put on record for 
the benefit of all, constant watchful- 
ness and a persistent pursuit of well 
defined ends—the betterment of our 
herds and the betterment of the breed. 

“ft promotes and encourages such

“Its members recognize The Amer.

blood and the standards adopted by 
said Club defining type and conforma- 
tion as being those of the Ideal Jer- 
sey. Our members shall pledge them- 
selves not to register an animal mere- 
ly because it is pure bred but to reg. 
ister only such animals as they be- 
lieve to be worthy of reproducing and 
in the sale of any registered anima] 
they be‘ieve to be inferior and un- 
worthy of reproducing they covenant 
and agree to withhold the transfer pa- 
pers and sell it as a grade animal, thus 
breaking the chain of registration. 

“It is the further purpose of the In- 
diana Jersey Cattle Club to establish 
a ‘Committee of Judges’ to be known 
as the ‘Commendation Committee’ 
whose duties shall be to visit the 
herds of the members upon written re- 
quest and grade or score the individ- 
ual members in the herd, somewhat 
in keeping with the plan employed on 
the Island of Jersey, and to issue com. 
mendation certificates on the animals 
possessing the necessary degree of 
perfection. It proposes to maintain a 
‘Breeders’ Exchange for its members 
and to render such services as it shall 
deem wise and expedient, not incon- 
sistent with the purposes of its organ- 
ization.” 

The Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Club are so worded, that changes 
may be made from time to time as 
the club sees fit after it has gained 
experience in its new move, but it is 
stipulated, that there shall be three 
classes of membership, viz.: Active or 
Voting members; Associate or Non- 
Voting Members; Affiliated Club Mem- 
bers. 

Annual dues of active members 
shall not be less than $25. This class 
of members shall be drawn from such 
persons, firms. partnerships and Cor- 
porations which shall meet the quali- 
fications, except that they must be 
actively engaged in breeding, import- 
ing, buying, selling or otherwise deal- 
ing in pure bred registered Jersey cat- 
tle for pleasure or profit. Each active 
member in good standing shall be en- 
titled to one vote at all regular or 
special meetings of the club. 
members 


Associate or non-voting 


shall consist of such persons, firm, 
partnerships or corporations which 
sha!l meet the qualifications, except 


that such membership shall be open 
to any person, firm, partnership or 
corporation interested or engaged in 
the breeding, inporting. buying, selling 
or otherwise dealing in registered Jer- 
sey cattle or in dairying, manufacture 
of dairy products, tools, equipment and 
paraphernalia used or useful in con- 
nection therewith. Their annual dues 
shall not be less than $5. 

Affiliated club members shall be 
drawn from such duly organized coun- 
ty or district clubs within the State of 
Indiana as shall meet the qualificar 
tions, and their annual dues shall not 
be less than 50 cents per member of 
such club based upon a list of the 
membership filed with the State club.

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Minnesota Stages Good Calf Club Show 


By EARL J. COOPER, Director of Extension 


One hundred and ninety junior dairy 
club members and their calves, the 
largest number that has ever been 
exhibited at the Minnesota State Fair, 
paraded before the judge in the Hip- 
podrome Monday afternoon, Septem- 
ber 6th. This is designated all over 
the United States as Labor Day. Well, 
this bunch of young people certainly 
labored that day—each one trying to 
prove to the judge that he or she had 
raised and fitted the best dairy calf 
in the whole state of Minnesota. But, 
of course, as all good club members 
know, a few will win the coveted first 
ribbons and the rest wil return to their 
respective counties determined to do 
better next year. Approximately 100 
of the 190 animals were black-and- 
whites and Mr. J. P. Eves of Iowa, the 
official judge, found himself face to 
face with one of the biggest problems 
that he had ever had in his whole 
life. 

Minnesota selects from its many 
counties the very best of the calves 
in county competition. They then 
send these calves to the State Fair in 
order to decide which calves are the 
best in the state. So, we have at 
Minnesota a show of splendid qualit> 
and one which improves each year. 

The show ring is indeed interesting, 
but I like to go into the barns early 
in the morning when these young 
showmen are brushing, polishing and 
grooming those calves into the pink 
of condition. How I wish that every 
boy and girl in that whole group could 
walk out with a ribbon. But on the 
other hand I know from experience 
that the judge wil do his best and the 
young people will be satisfied that 
they have been given a square deal. 
I have yet to find a boy or girl in calf 
club work who showed the least signs 
of poor sportsmanship in the ring. 

Now, to get back to the real judg- 
ing. The first class called was the 
Pure Bred Holstein Yearling Class. 
In 1925 our friend, Harvey Kuchen- 
becker of Steele County won first in 
the calf class. Here was Harvey again 
already to compete with the same 
animal. He won first and Miss Ina 
Wilson of Yellow Medicine County, 
placed second. Herbert Opfer from 
Olmstead County, was third and Miss 
Minnie Schmiicking from Martin Coun- 
ty placed fourth. As I remember it, 
all of these young people showed in 
1925. 

In the Pure Bred Two-Year-Old Class 
Herman Keil of Brown County claimed 
the first prize. Miss Eleanor Slindee 
from Mower County was second. Har- 


old Dickie of Le Sueur County was 
awarded third while Walter Schultz 
of Nicollet County placed fourth. 


They almost filled up the ring with 
the Pure Bred Holstein Calf Class and 
the winnings were as follows: Julian 
Boche, Dakota County, first place; 
Clarice Wilson, Yellow Medicine Coun- 
ty, second place; Caroline Stutzman, 
Washington County, third place, and 
Glenn Von Wald, Goodhue County, 
fourth place. 

When this class was finished the 
officials of the fair notified us that 
they had to have the ring in order to 
get it ready for the horse show so 
the judging had to be completed out- 
side. 

Minnesota has a splendid Grade 
Holstein Calf Class the members of 
which make up a group of boys and 
girls who will some day be pure bred 
owners. This class was large and the 
quality was splendid. The first four 
winners were as follows: Ist, Alice 
Johnson, Olmstead County; 2nd, An- 
drew T'ergeir, Jackson County; 3rd, 
August Liefield, Dakota County and 
4th, Meldor Christianson, Polk County. 

Clarence Wilhite of Brown County 
placed first in the Grade Two-Year- 
Old Holstein Class and Earl Cammer- 
er of Anoka County won the blue rib- 
bon in the Grade Yearling Class. 


The Champion Holstein 

Judge Eves had to do a great deal 
of close studying to select the Hol- 
stein champion of the show. This 
was won in 1925 by Harvey Kuchen- 
becker of Steele County. Harvey’s 
closest contender this year was Her- 
man Keil of Springfield, Minnesota. 
After carefully comparing the two 
calves, the judge placed the champion 
ribbon on the heifer owned by Her- 
man. Immediately after this had hap- 
rened Harvey walked over, shook 
Herman’s hand and said, “Well, I 
can’t expect to win the championship 
every year and I can plainly see that 
you have the best heifer. Good luck.” 
Now, this is what we mean when we 
speak of sportsmanship. I saw the 
same thing happen in the Jersey class- 
es when Miss Jessena Taylor lost out 
to Irvin Armstrong. Jessena won the 
championship last year but was a 
good, little loser this year. When 
the first four Holstein calves went into 
the open classes next day, I saw Miss 
Jessena standing on the sidelines. She 
said, “I am anxious to see how our 
club members come out.” She was re- 
warded by seeing Harvey Kuchen- 
becker place second in the open class 
of the Senior Yearling Heifer Class. 


Calf Club Work in Minnesota 


Minnesota is a growing dairy state 
and the calf club members are grow- 
ing with it. Mr. T. A. Erickson, the 
State Club Leader, tells us that there 
are over 2,000 calf club members in 
the state this year, a decided increase 
over 1925. The Holstein boys and 
girls are holding their own in this 
increase.

The Holstein club show, in which 
20 youthful exhibitors entered 32 ani- 
mals, and in which the Pacific Inter- 
national offered $300 in prizes and 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America $100, was no small part of 
the black-and-white triumph at North 
Portland this year; and outstanding 
honors in it were won by two popular 
Oregon clubbers, John Fleming of 
Troutdale and Carmen Daniel of 
Cove. The former has been a con- 
stant exhibitor in club and open 
classes for several years and has tied 
many a scalp to his belt. This year 
he captured first prize in class, the 
association championship of $75, and 
a True Type bronze medal, on his 
yearling heifer Bessie Abbekerk Mat- 
ador, later seliing her for $250 to the 
state hospital at Provo, Utah, in the 
True Type sale. Carmen is a new- 
comer to the “big time,” but she had 
the best of 10 entries in the class for 
junior heifer or bull calf, won sec- 
ond in the yearling heifer class, and 
took the association award of $25 and 
a True Type bronze medal for win- 
ning the showmanship contest. On 
top of that, she won the annual Holly- 
wood farm special and a $150 calf for 
the best record in Holstein club 
work—animal, herdsmanship, show- 
manship and record to count. Her 
success is all the more interesting 
because in a measure, she is carrying 
on the work of her brother, the late 
Marvin Daniel, who died in the sum- 
mer of 1925 in the midst of a remark- 
able club career; and because the ani- 
mal on which she won second in the 
yearling heifer class is one awarded 
Marvin in the fall of 1924 when he 
won the Hollywood farm special.

Each affiliated club shall be entitled 
to one State club vote for each ten of 
its members. 

Failure to pay dues as specified shall 
automatically sever the membership 
in any of the three classes. The di- 
rectors shall meet quarterly. 

Application blanks for membership 
have been prepared and mailed to hun- 
dreds of registered Jersey breeders of 
Indiana. The applicant must have the 
recommendation of three active mem- 
bers of the State Club. Included in 
the application blank is a pledge to ob- 
serve a Code of Ethics, which is some- 
thing new in requirements for mem- 
berships in live stock breeders’ organ- 
izations. The essentials of the Code 
are included in the third paragraph 
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quoted above from the Articles of In- 
corporation. Violation of the Code is 
one basis for expulsion from the club 
of the offending member. 


In the operations of the Commenda- 
tion committee, which shall be com- 
posed of at least three members of 
known integrity and knowledge of the 
breed, a fee not exceeding two dollars 
per animal commended shall be paid, 
by the owner, said fees to be credited 
to the expense fund of the Commen- 
dation committee in visiting and scor- 
ing the herds on application of the 
club members. The Scale of Points 
of the American Jersey Cattle Club 
shall be the basis of scoring the ani- 
mals passed on by the committee, and 
no animal shall be commended that is 
not at least ten months of age and 
that does not score 80 per cent or bet- 
ter by a two-thirds vote of the com- 
mittee.

LIVERPOOL BREEDER DISPERSING 

One of the best small herds in Onondaga county will be dispersed Decem- 
ber 2d, when the H. S. McQueen herd will be sold at his farm near Liverpool, 
N. Y., under the management of R. Austin Backus. Mr. Backus writes that 
he has inspected the herd, which is fully accredited, and finds it a very high 
class lot of individuals with plenty of breeding, including several daughters 
of 30-lb. cows. The herd has done well on C. T. A. work, several members 
producing over 1,000 lbs. of milk in a month as two-year-olds, since January 
1st, and some three-year-olds that have milked as high as 15.000 lbs. in a 
year. A young bull in the herd, sired by LeRoy Munro’s show son of the 
30-lb. grand champion, Butter Boy Empress, is described as one of the finest 
type bulls in the state. This is a small herd, only 24 head, but ranks high 
in quality and production. 


PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL SALE CREDITABLE EVENT 

Holstein breeders of the northwest were the only ones to “come through” 
on the plan for all three dairy breeds to hold real quality sales at the Pacific 
Internationai this year, and it was a matter of considerable satisfaction, not 
only to the committee that worked up the first annual True Type sale, but 
to the exposition management and to Holstein breeders generally, that this 
first venture was a considerable success. While no sensational prices were 
received, aud some of the good ones went for less than might have been 
expected, 50 head brought an average of practically $180 each and consignors 
generally were well pleased and said that they would contribute again. It 
was conceded that at least the Holsteins sold at Portland were a credit to 
the breed; the sale average was higher than in the past; and the animals went 
for the most part to sections where they will do some good. Only four or 
five of the 28 consignors themselves made any purchases. A good future for 
the sale is predicted by those who had charge. The joint sale committee con- 
sisted of Harry Shoultes, Adna; and George Bulkley, Seattle, Washington; 
F. W. Durbin, Salem; and Paul C. Adams, Warren, Oregon; R. T. Davis, 
Weiser; and Charles Warren, Boise, Idaho; Z. C. Harris, Richmond; and Hans 
Anderson, Hyruin, Utah. Guy M. Richards, Seattle, acted as its secretary; 
George M. Gue was the auctioneer; and Paul C. Adams clerked the sale. 
Large credit for its success goes also to R. E. Everly, northwest fieldman, 
who did valiant work in Idaho and Utah securing consignments. 

Buyers from four states are found in the sale list, Washington breeders 
taking 18, Oregon 14, Idaho and Utah nine each. The state hospital at Provo, 
Utah, paid $770 for four head; and Gilbert Thatcher of Ogden, who was un- 
derstood to be buying for another state institution, paid $755 for five. Benja- 
min Riekkola of Astoria, Ore., bought the top priced bull, a 764-pound son of 
Goliah of Hollywood, born June 7, 1925, for $330; also the highest priced 
female, a 2-year-old granddaughter of Cascade Piebe from a 28-lb. dam, for 
$310.

HILE stockyards interests at 

Wichita, Kansas, started the 

Kansas National Livestock 
Show and still are its chief backers, 
naturally giving it a meat animal 
complex, the Holstein-Friesian breed 
has made for itself a place in the 
show second to none.

There are in the University of Ne- 
braska, North Platte Sub-Station herd, 
13 mature cows.

It is frequently pointed out by the 
Bureau of Soils of the United States 
Department of Agriculture that the 
Nation will have to depend upon the 
cultivation of the soil for about one- 
third of its combined wheat, corn, and 
oats produced; upon crop rotation for 
another third; and upon the use of 
manures and commercial fertilizers 
for the other third. It is logical that 
cultivation aids both rotation and fer- 
tilization, that rotation aids in ren- 
dering fertilizers more effective, and 
that fertilizers increase the value of 
rotation. Recent experiments in Illi- 
nois, however, bring out the fact that 
rotation and the use of fertilizers, 
when practiced together, may inter- 
act to the extent that their conjoint 
effects, as measured in terms of crop 
increases, may be not only equal to 
but greater than the sum of their 
separate effects. 


The average yield of corn obtained 
without fertilizers and rotation in this 
particular experiment was 23.4 
bushels per acre. The gain due to 
using fertilizers and lime was 9.2 
bushels per acre, and the gain due to 
rotation alone was 27.8 bushels, or 
practically three times that obtained 
from the fertilizers and lime. The 
total increase effected by conjoining 
rotation and the use of fertilizers was 
44.2 bushels per acre, or 7.2 bushels 
greater than the sum of their sep- 
arate increases. 


Other experiments have _‘cor- 
roborated these results, which empha- 
size the importance of recognizing all 
three factors in striving for perma- 
nent soil productivity. 





ANNUAL MEETING DAIRY FEDER- 
ATION DECEMBER 1 


Plans which have been developed 
for the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Dairy Federation on December 1, 
at the Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, in- 
dicate that this will be a very im- 
portant gathering of the leaders of 
the dairy industry. At the close of 
an all-day meeting in Washington, 
D. C., Saturday of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Federation, President 
Bailey issue a statement urging at- 
tendance of all dairy leaders and an- 
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nouncing a program which was de- 
signed to bring about such attendance. 

There will be a morning and an 
afternoon meeting, and perhaps one 
in the evening, with meetings of the 
executive, finance and several other 
committees of the Federation the day 
before the formal meeting. 


On the program will be found Dr. 
C. W. Larson, Chief of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry, Prof. McCollum of 
Johns Hopkins, Dean Russell of Wis- 
consin and one or two other speakers 
of national interest and leading posi- 
tion. 

Directors and officers are to be 
elected, and other business enacted, 
and expected to come before the meet- 
ing has to do with several suggestions 
for reorganization and new work 
which because of the rapid progress 
of the industry in the past few years 
has seemed to leaders in many lines 
to now be imperative. Discussion of 
a new and enlarged program for the 
National Dairy Show, which has been 
referred to the Federation by the Di- 
rectors of the National Dairy Associ- 
ation is one of these subjects, and 
additional support and much better 
financing for the promotive and edu- 
cational activities of the National 
Dairy Council is another one which 
seems likely to come up for action. 

In his statement President Bailey 
also calls attention to the fact that 
other important meetings of dairy 
interests will be going on in Chicago 
both just before and just after the 
A. D. F. session, the butter manufac- 
turers’ association on Tuesday, Nov. 
30, the National Dairy Council on 
Thursday, December 2, and the Na- 
tional Dairy Association on December 
3. The International Live Stock Show 
is going on at this time and this 
makes reduced railroad rates avail- 
able to many sections.

PALOS PARK ILLINOIS 
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D. Miller of Susquehanna, Pa., presi- 
dent of the National Cooperative Milk 
Producers Federation today pleaded 
for a check of the agricultural sweep 
toward peasantry. 

Addressing the National Federation’s 
tenth annual convention, Judge Miller 
who is also first vice-president of the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative Agsgo- 
ciation, Inc., of New York, declared 
there is no conflict of interest between 
farmers and that there should be no 
conflict of effort. Unity of agricul- 
tural effort is now imperative, he said, 
and to delay will make the rehabilita- 
tion more difficult. 

Difficulties of securing remedial leg- 
islation for the farmers at Washing- 
ton have been enhanced by the con- 
flict of opinion among farm groups as 
to the character of legislation re. 
quired, said Judge Miller. 

“This conflict of opinion has re- 


-sulted in conflict of effort,’ said the 


speaker. “This conflict of opinion 
and effort has resulted in a life con- 
flict in Congress. It is fairly safe to 
assume that if the farm groups can 
agree on the type of legislation re- 
quired that a large majority in Con- 
gress will support such legislation, if 
in their judgment it is constitutional 
and sound. 

“There is a growing recognition of 
the fact that those engaged in the pro- 
duction and marketing of a crop are 
better judges of the kind of federal 
aid needed by them than can be pro- 
ducers of other crops. 


“The needs of various cooperative 
marketing associations for additional 
capital differ. With some the para- 
mount need is for sufficient capital to 
enable them to hold their seasonal, 
as well as annual, surplus so that the 
crop may be sold in an orderly way. 

“That the needs of the _ several 
groups of farmers differ, does not in- 
dicate any conflict of interest, but 
rather indicates the necesity for differ- 
ent forms of relief. 

“We concede that in the long sweep, 
self-help is the most effective remedy, 
but while conceding this to the utmost 
limit, we may still recognize that 
these self-help efforts of the groups 
now most depressed, may well be sup- 
plemented by proper and adequate 
federal relief legislation, thus raising 
agriculture to a level comparable with 
that of other industries. 

“It may be that the future historian 
will record that in his crucial period 
of American agriculure it was only 
the unity of farmers, unity in their 
self-help marketing organizations, 
unity in their requests for proper leg- 
islation, that checked the present 
downward sweep of agriculture to- 
ward peasantry. 

“The agricultural problem cannot 
be solved by a refusal to recognize 
that there is a problem. To delay, to 
longer drift, will make the rehabilita- 
tions of agriculture more _ difficult. 
Unity of agricultural effort is now im- 
perative. The things that keep far- 
mers apart are small and temporary, 
while the things that should draw 
them together are vital and eternal. 

“The purchasing power of farmers 
must be increased, else will agricul- 
ture sink to lower and still lower 
levels. Nor will farmers be the only 
ones to suffer. 


“Lessons of history must be ignored 
if there is a refusal to recognize that 
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a decadent American agriculture 
prings with it national problems, the 
solution of which may shake our great 
jndustrial system to its foundations. 
“Not only does prosperity in agri- 
culture mean greater prosperity to 
others, but what is far more: import- 
ant, it means better and higher stand- 
ards of living for farmers, better 
rural schools and better supported 
rural churches, institutions that have 
peen potent factors in moulding Amer- 
ican character and guiding the upward 
course of Amevican civilization.” 





PURDUE DAIRY SHORT COURSE 

An eight weeks course in Dairy 
Production is offered at Purdue Uni- 
versity from January 17th to March 
13th. 

This course is designed to give 
young men the training that will qual- 
ify them for dairy farmers, herdsmen, 
official testers and dairy farm man- 
agers. The subjects given in the 
course include feeding of dairy cattle, 
common diseases of dairy cattle, 
crops for dairy cattle and testing of 
milk and cream and other relating 
subjects. 

Young men who are at least 
eighteen years of age and who have 
had practical experience on the farm 
and a common school education are 
well qualified to derive the greatest 
benefit from such a course. There 
are excellent opportunities for men 
trained in dairy production work. 

The cost of the course should not 
exceed $125, including room, board, 
books and other incidental expenses. 
Rooms will cost $2.50 per week and 
up; table board in boarding houses, 
$6.00 to $8.00 per week. Board can 
also be had at restaurants and cafe- 
terias. The Purdue Union operates an 
excellent cafeteria. A fee of $10.00 is 
charged to residents of Indiana to 
cover the actual cost of materials used 
in the various laboratories. Non-resi- 
dents of Indiana are required to pay 
a tuition fee of $10.00 in addition to 
the other expenses.

She 
freshened in October, just missing 
qualifying for her 305-day record. She 
is now traveling along at a 1,090-Ib. 
fat gait. 

Our great show cow, Frindaela EIl- 
kindale Ormsby, who was third prize 
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senior A. R. cow at the Sesquicenten- 
nial, finished her record while on the 
show circuit and made 1,029 lbs. but- 
ter, 23,228 lbs. milk. 

Essex Isadore Sweet, a junior two- 
year-old daughter of King Sweet, on 
test in Class C (two milkings a day) 
made 14,900 lbs. milk and 630 Ibs. but- 
ter, one of the best records ever made 
in this class. She was fifth prize jun- 
ior A. R. cow at the Sesqui. 

One of the most pleasing records we 
have ever made is that of Essex Lilly 
Sweet, the first daughter of King 
Sweet 4th and the first animal tested 
of our own breed. She made 21.95 Ibs. 
butter in 7 days as a junior two-year- 
old. 

King Sweet added a couple more to 
his A. R. list last month, a 23-lb. jun- 
ior 3-year-old and a 22-lb. junior 3-year- 
old. Chesney Belle Sweet, the oldest 
living daughter of King Sweet will fin- 
ish as a senior four-year-old soon a 
record of around 27,000 Ibs. milk and 
1,100 lbs. butter. A veteran Holstein 
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breeder visiting our herd recently re- 
marked, “The daughters of King 
Sweet look like they would make 
great old cows.”
